1. A proposal for expanding the Career Training Program Average Employ-
ment (AE) authorization from 90 to 99.5 was discussed with the Assistant DDS
and his staff on 14 December, Although the availability of the necgssary
$100,000 to permit the expanded AE could not be determined, the congensus
was that the AE should be increased to insure the viability of the CTP in
FY 1972. Hopefully, sufficient additional funds can be allocated in a few
weeks to provide for this necessary adjustment to the CTP AE,

2. The January 1971 CT Class now has 24 trailnees definitely committed
to commence training on 1l January. Processing is still incomplete on four
candidates; however, we are hopeful that these procedures will be campleted
by early next week. One external candidate declined our job offer in favor
of a position with a management consulting firm. So, the prospective class
now numbers 28, down one candidate from the total reported in last week's
report.
